LOWER GAS RATES PROMISED 


BY MUNICIPAL GOVERNMENT 


‘After many months of delay, the city council has at last taken 
action in reference to excessive gas rates charged this city by the 
Pacific Gas and Electric company. City Attorney D. J. Hall ‘has 
been instructed by the°council to file a complaint with the Railroad 


Commission reciting our grievance against the corporation and it is 
to be signed by no less a personage than Mayor Garrard himself. 
Richmond has long suffered at the hands of the Pacific Gas and 
Electric company. When the town was in its infancy the council 
established rates for gas at $1.25 per thousand feet in ordér to en 
courage local promoters to erect a gas plant here and after this had 
been done the local men handed us over body and soul to the 
giant corporation—and the rate has been maintained ever since. 


At the time of the above incident the people of Richmond were | 


endeavoring to persuade the Gas company to give them service, 
but they declared that they were not in a position to do so, be- 
cause of the scarcity of consumers. Some time previous a line had 
been run from Oakland to supply the Standard Oil company with 
gas;-and it is this same line which is bringing gas to Richmond 


today. However, they were keen to to supply gas when they 


found # competitor about to enter the field, and thereafter a com- 
plete distributing system was installed and gas was sold to the peo- 
ple at a rate of $1.25 per thousand feet, when just across the county 
line in Berkeley and Albany the rate was 90 cents per thousand 
feet, and this in face of the Yact. that the company had not expended 
a cent of money here, except for the distributing system and the 
reserve tank for storage purposes, for as noted above, they already 
had their main here for an entirely different purpose. 

-Richtiond « have paid an enormous “sun of’ inoney 
docs the past eight years into the coffers of the Pacific Gas and 
Electric company, unjustly. There is an end to all things emd it has 
heen reached in the matter of paying the company exorbitant rates. 
Richmond should receive a gas rate as low ag Oakland, Berkeley 
and Albany and if the Railroad Commission adheres strictly to an 
equitable settlement of the matter the company will be compelled 
to refund to the consumers of this city all sums collected in advance 
of 90 cents per thousand feet, at least from the time rate-fixing was 
taken over by the commission.

England failed to take into ac- 
count that a nation is nothing 
more than the spirit, the strength, 
mental and physical, of its peo- 
tle. While the patriotism of the 
English was not entirely dead, 
it was pretty nearly asleep and 
took about two years of disaster 
on the battlefields of Europe to 
awaken it.

The cause of this is due to condi- 
tions arising from commercial af. 
fairs and is not the fault of the 
people, except they are paying 
more attention to acquiring 
wealth than they are to the af.

OIL MACADAM BAD 

Of all types of street construc- 
tion, the oiled macadam hag proven 
the least satisfactory. ‘Oiled maca- 
dam” does not include the Rich- 
mond standard macadam, for streets 
constructed under these specifications! 
seem to wear well, and even some 
of our oiled macadam streets are in 
fine condition. The disintegration 
of our oiled streets seems to 
caused by one of two things; either | 
the sub-base has softened or was | 
soft, or the surface oi] seems to 
have lost its adhensive qualities. 


DRAINAGE 

A very serious drainage condition 
exists in the territory east of the 
fouthern Pacific company’s tracks, 
and east of Twenty-third street. All 
of the water from the hills to the 
east of town finds its way through 
the Nichol'-Macdonald avenue tract, 
across Macdomald avenue, in three| 
places, and then through Pullman; 
and Stege districts to the Southern | 
Pacific tracks. During wet weather, | 
the Pullman shops, the Southern | 
Pacific out, and the subway on Mac-| 
comald avenue, are flooded by this 
water.
